GROWING INCOME UNIT SCHEME, 1986 
(CUMULATIVE AND NON-CUMULATIVE) 

In exercise of the powers conferred bv Section 21 of the 
Unit Trust of India Act, 1963 (52 of 1963), the Board of 


the Unit Trust of India hereby makes the following Unit 
Scheme : 

(I) Short title and commencement ; 

(1) This Scheme shall be called "Growing Income 
Unit Scheme (Cumulative and Non-Cumulntive), 
I486” and shall be for a period of 5 years and 
six months i.e. 66 months. 

(2) It shall come into force on the 2nd day of D-cent- 
ber, 1985. 

(3) Units will be on sale only during the months of 
December, 1985 and January 1986, 

(Provided that the Chairman or the Executive 
Trustee may suspend the sale of units under the 
scheme at any time even before the expiry of the 
two months’ period by giving a week/b notice jn 
such newspapers as may be decided.). 

(II) Definitions ; 

In this Scheme, unless the context otherwise requires— 

(a) the “Act" means the Unit Trust of India Act, 1963; 

(b) “acceptance date” with reference to an application 
made by an applicant to the Tnist for sale or 
repurchase of units by the Trust means the day 
on which the Trust, after being satislied that such 
application is in order, accepts the same; 

(c) “eligible institution” means a Charitable or Reli¬ 
gious Trust or Endowment which is administered 
or controlled or supervised by or under the provi¬ 
sions of any Central or State Enactment, which is 
for tlie lime being in force or a Society registered 
under the Societies Registration Act, 1860 engaged 
as enc of its activities in furthering or protecting 
the welfare and advancement of interest of handi- 
capjied persons, elderly persons or widows. 

(d) “number of units to be in issue” means the aggre¬ 
gate of the number of units sold and outstanding; 

(e) “recognised stock exchange” means a stock ex¬ 
change which is, for the time being recognised 
under the Securities Contracts .(Regulation) Act, 
1956 (42 of 1956); 

(f) “Regulations” means Unit Trust of India Geneial 

Regulations, 1964 made under Section 43(1) of 

the Act; 

(g) “unit” means one undivided share of the face 
value of Rupees one hundred in the unit capital; 

(h) all other expressions not defined herein but defined 
in the Act shall have the respective meanings assign¬ 
ed to them by the Act. 

(III) Face value of each unit : 

The face value of each unit shall be one hundred 
rupees. 

(IV) Application for units: 

1. (a) Applications for units may be made bv the follow¬ 
ing classes of persons : 

(i) one individual or two individuals none of 
whom is a minor; 

(ii) a parent, step-parent or other lawful guardian 
on behalf of a minor. 

1. i,b) An Eligible Institution as defined under the 
Scheme. 

(2) An application shall not be made jointly on behalf 
of a minor and another person. Applications in 
the names of two individuals can be either 1 on 
joint basis or either or survivor basis,, 

(3) Applications shall be made in such form as may 
be approved by the Chairman of the Trust. 

(4) Applications shall be for a multiple of 10 units 
subject to a min imum of 20 units and a maximum 
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of 1000 unit*. Provided that la the cam of an 
application by an eligible institution the minim um 
shall be 20 units and there Bhall be no maximum. 

(5) (i) The payment for the units applied for by an 
applicant shall be made by him along with the 
application in cash, cheque, draft or postal 
order. Cheques and drafts should be drawn 
on branches of banks within the city where 
the office at which the application is tendered 
is situated. 

(ii) If the payment is made by cheque, the accept¬ 
ance date will, subject to such cheque being 
realised, be the date on which the cheque is 
received by the Trust or by a designated 
branch of authorised bank. If payment is 
made by draft or postal order, the acceptance 
date will, subject to such draft or postal order 
being realised, be the date of issue of such 
draft or postal order provided the application 
is received by the Trust or a designated branch 
of authorised bank within a reasonable time. 
If the amount tendered by way of payment for 
the units applied for is not sufficient to cover 
the amount payable for the units applied for 
the applicant shall be issued such lower num¬ 
ber of units as could be issued under the 
scheme, fhe balance due to him shall be 
refunded to hihi at his cost in such manner 
as the Trust may deem (it. 

(iii) A unit certificate will be sent registered 
post with or without acknowledgement due to 
the address given by the applicant; and the 
Trust will not incur any liability for loss, 
damage, misdelivery or non-delivery of the 
unit certificate, so sent. 

V. Sale of units : 

The contract for sale of units by the Trust shall be deemed 
to have been concluded on the acceptance date. On such 
conclusion of the contract for sale, the Trust, shall, as soon 
thereafter as possible, send the applicant an acknowledge¬ 
ment thereof. As soon as possible thereafter, the Trust 
shall issue to the applicant one unit certificate representing 
the units sold to him, or, if the applicant so deeires, such 
number of certificates for such denomination in multiples 
of 10 as he may specify, provided each certificate shall be 
for a minimum of 20 units. 

VI. Repurchase of units :

(2) The Trust shall during the currency of the Scheme 
on and after 1st February 1989 repurchase at the 
repurchase price then prevailing on receipt by it of 
the unit certificate/s with the form on the reverse 
thereof duly filled in provided all the units com¬ 
prised in the certificate/s are tendered for re¬ 
purchase. No partial repurchase of units repre¬ 
sented by the unit certificate/s shall be permitted. 

(3) Payment for units repurchased by the Trust after 
deductions if any shall be made as early as possi¬ 
ble after the acceptance date in such manner as 
the applicant may indicate in the application.

No. E.1-117/83(CPJ.—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred bv Clause (£) of sub-section (1 ) of Section 26 of the 
University Grants Commission Act. 1956 (No. 3 of 1956), 
the University Grants Commission makes the following 
regulations, namely 

1. Short title, application and commencement : 

(1) 'Hiese regulations may be called the University 
Grants Commission (the minimum standards of instructions 
for the grant of the first degree through formal education 
in the faculties of Arts, Humanities, Fine Arts, Music, 
Social Sciences, Commerce and Sciences) Regulations, 
1983. 

(2) Thcv shall apply to every university established or 
incorporated by or under a Central Act, Provincial Act or 
a State Act, and all Institutions recognised under clause (i) 
of Section 2 of the University Grants Commission Act, 1956 
and every Institution deemed to be University under Section 
3 of the said Act. 

(3) They shall come into force on June 1, 1986. 

2, Admission/Students 

(1) No student shall be eligible for admission to the 1st 
Degree Course in these faculties unless he has successfully 
completed 12 years schooling through an examination con¬ 
ducted by a Board/University. The admission shall be 
made on merit on the basis of criteria notified by the Insti¬ 
tutions after taking into account the reservation order issued 
by the government from time to time. 

(2) Student enrolment shall be in accordance with the 
number of teachers and physical facilities available. 

(3) No student shall be eligible for the award of the 
first degree unless he has successfully completed a three 
year course; this degree may be called the B.A./B.Sc./B, 
Comi. (General/Honours/Special) degree as th e case may 
be : 

Provided no student shall be eligible to seek admission 
to the Master’s Course in these faculties, who has not 
lucccssfully pursued the first Degree Course of three years’ 
duration.

The working days shall exclude holidays and 
vacations, the lime set apart for completing normal 
admission, time required for the preparation and conduct 
of examinations but shall include the days on which classes 
such as lectures, tutorials, seminars, practical etc. are held 
or conducted. ’ . 

(2) The total periods provided in the time-table shall not 
be less than 40 clock hours a week. The time-table on 
working days shall be so drawn up that physical facilities 
arc adequately utilized, and not used only for a few hours 
a day. 

(3) The University shall not only lay down the syllabus 
tor each course but also the manner of its implementation 
namely, through number of lectures, tutorials, laboratory 
sessions, seminars, field work, projects etc. Students shall 
he encouraged to study some part of the syllabus them¬ 
selves and shall be given assignment so as to make them use 
the library or laboratory etc. 

(4) When a student offers a combination of courses _ 

(i) it shall be ensured that the total weekly Workload 
on the studont \s not more than 30 clock hours a 
week, thus enabling him to undertake some study 
at hi s own initiative or to prepare his tutorials, 
seminars etc; 

(ii) the total work-load on a student shall also be ade¬ 
quate so as to keep him busy; 

(iii) lectures shall be supplemented by tutorials and/or 
problem! solving sessions (which shall be around 
25,/ of the lecture work load), term papers etc., 
so that a student derives maximum benefit from his 
programme of study.

and institutional support activities, as required. 

(3) The work load of a teacher shall take Into account 
teaching, research and extension activities, preparation of 
lessons, evaluation of assignments, term papers etc, and shall 
be in accordance with the guidelines issued bv the University 
Grants Commission from time to time. 

Provided that the time spent on extension work where it 
forms an integral part of the course prescribed shall count 
towards the teaching load. 

Provided further that no teacher shall be expected to 
lecture for more than three clock hours per day. 

(4) The number of full-time and/or part-time teachers 
shall be piovided. keeping in view the total institutional 
workload a s provided in sub-regulation 3(5). teachers work¬ 
load in sub-reRulation 5(3) and class size in sub-regulations 
6(1) and 6(2). 

(5) The croup for tutorials shall not normally be more 
than 15 or 20 students, 

(6) A teacher shall not be expected to supervise more 
than 20—25 students in a laboratory class. 

6. Physical facilities 

(1) Every University shall lav down norms in respect of 
classrooms, laboratories. library, cantccn/cafetaria, hostel 
accommodation etc. and all institutions admitted to its 
privileges shall adhere to the same. The University while 
prescribinr hree facilities as a condition of affiliation shall 
keep in view the guidelines of the University Grants Commi¬ 
ssion in this regard. 

(2) -The lecture-classes shall normally not exceed 8t> stu¬ 

dents, unless, in special cases, the University has accommo¬ 
dation for larger classes and makes suitable audiovisual 
arrangements for effective lecturing accompanied by tutorial 
classes. " IV ' 5 

7. Information 

Every University shall furnish to the University Orants 
Commission information relating to the observance of these 
Regulations in he form prescribed for the purpose. The 
information shall be supplied to the University Grants Com¬ 
mission within 60 days of the close of the academic yeai. 

No. F.l-117/83(CP).—-In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred bv Clause (f) of sub-section (t) of Section 26 of the 
University Grants Commission Act. 1956 (No. 3 of 1956), 
(he University Grants Commission makes the following 
regulations, namely :—• 

1. Short title, application and commencement : 

(1) These regulations mav be called the University 
Grants Commission (the minimum standards of instructions 
for the grant of the first degree through non-formal/distance 


education in the faculties of Arts, Humanities. Fine Arte, 
Music, Social Sciences, Commerce and Sciences) Regulations, 
1985. 

(2) They shall apply lo every university established or 
incorporated bv or under a Central Act, Provincial Act or 
a ,State Act. and all Institutions recognised under clause (f) 
of Section 2 of the University. Grants Commission Act, 1956 
and every Institution deemed lo be Univeisity under Section 
3 of the said Act. 

(3) They shall come into force on June 1. 1986. 

2. Admission/Students 

(1) No student shall be eligible for admission to the 
1st Decree Course through non-formal/distance education 
unless he. has successfully completed 12 years schooling 
through an examination conducted bv a Board /University, 
in case there is no previous academic record, he shall be 
eligible for admission if he has passed an entrance test con¬ 
ducted by thg. University provided that he is not below the 
age of 21 years on July 1 of the year of admission. 

(2) No student shall be eligible for the award of the first 
degree unless he has successfully completed a three year 
course; this degree may he called the B.A./B.Sc./B.Com. 
(General/Honours'Special) degree as the case may he : 

Provided that no student shall be eligible to seek admission 
to Ihe Master’s Course in these faculties, who has not 
successfully pursued the first Degree Course of three years’ 
duration. 

Provided further that, as a transitory measure where the 
universities are unable to change over to a three year degree 
course, they may award a B.A,/B.Sc,/B,Com. (Pass) degree 
on successful completion of two year course, but that no 
student of this stream shall be eligible for admission to the 
Master’s course unless he has undergone a further one year 
bridge cour;e and passed the same. The three year degree 
course after 10-4-2 stage should in no case be termed as 
B.A./B.Sc./B.Com. (Pass) degree. 


3. Piopramme of Study 

(1) Fach lesson shall constitute approximately one week’s 
reading and there shall be alt least 25 lessons in each main 
subject of study. The lessons shall be despatched to the 
student at regular intervals, 

(2) The University shall set up study centres (outside the 

headquarters) in areas where there is a reasonable concen¬ 
tration of students. Each study centre shall have adequate 
library facilities (text books, reference material and lessons 
and supporting material). They shall also have qualifUd 
part-time instmction/counseilinc staff to advise and assist 
the students in their studies and remove individual difficul¬ 
ties. ’■? 'C 11 * 7 ) 

(3) A contact programme of 8—10 days shall be 
organised in different places where there is a reasonably 
good number students, lo include lectures and discussions 
in support of the studies. Classes mav be arranged on 
Sundays and olher holidays at the headquarters. 

(4) Adequate number of practicle shall ’be provided in 
all courses involving such work and if necessary, these may 
be arranged in the evening, during holidays or vacations in 

the existing institutions. 

(5) Every student at the under-graduate level shall he 
required to do at least five home assignments in'each subject 
which shall be made available tqi him at regular intervals, 
received back, corrected, graded and returned to the student 
at regular intervals. The University shall maintain a record 
of Ihe progress of studies of each student. 

(6) Th- minimum number of assignments performed bv 
a student for each subject shall he 3 in order to be eligible 
for appearing in, the examination in the concerned subi<*c t , 
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4. Examination 

(1) The University shall adopt the Guidelines issued by 
the University Grants Commission from time to time in 
regard to the conduct of examinations, 

(21 There shall be home assignments, students response 
sheets, contact programmes and semester/year and exami¬ 
nation. The marks or Grades obtained in home assignment 
and response sheets shall be shown separately in the Grade 
can! along with percentile ranking. Further more, the Uni¬ 
versity shall develop a dependable system of checks and 
controls on marks or grades awarded in home assignment 
and response sheets. 

Explanation : 

Percentile rank refers to the percentage of all the 
examinees in the course who had the same or higher percen¬ 
tage of marks or grade in the examination. 

(3) The examination question papers shall be framed so 
as to ensure that no part of the syllabus is left out of study 
by a student. 

(4) No Semester/Yenr-end examination shall be held in 
a subject unless the University is satisfied that at least 75% 
of the programme of study indicated under sub-regulations 
3, and 3(4) have been actually conducted. 

5. Teachers 

(1) No teacher shall be appointed who does not fulfil 
the minimum qualifications prescribed for recruitment as 
per University Grants Commission (Qualifications reauired 
of a person to be appointed to the teaching staff of a Uni¬ 
versity or other Institutions affiliated to it. Regulations, 1982) 
notified under Section 26(i) (c) of the University Grants 
Commission Act, 1956. 

(2) Every teacher shall be available in the Institution on 
each working day during the period prescribed and shall per¬ 
form such duties as specified under sub-regulations 5(4) and 
in addition undertake examination/tcst/cvalnation/invigila- 
tion work, general assistance to sthdents in removing their 
academic difficulties and participate in extra-curricular and 
institutional support activities as reqmred. 

(3) The work load of a teachers shall take into account 
teaching, research and extension activities, preparation of 
lessons, evaluation of assignments, term papers etc. and shall 


be in accordance with the guidelines issued bv the University 
Grants Commission from lime to time for non-formal and 
distance education : 

Provided that the time spent on extension work where it 
forms an integral part of the course prescribed shall count 
towards the teaching load. 

(4) The workload of a teacher in Distance Education 
courses shall include the following : 

(i) Preparing, editing, writing, revising translating 
lessons and other reading material and checking the 
academic content thereof; 

(ii) Teaching under personal contact programme as 
described in sub-regulation 3(3); 

(i;i) Correction of student response sheets; 

(iv) Maintaining a record of work done by him term- 
wise and submitting the same to the Institution; 

(v) Work during vacations to prepare reading materials, 
reading of proofs, etc. 

(vi) Such other work as may be assigned in connection 
with teaching or examination. 

(5) The norms of workload for teachers at the under¬ 
graduate level shall be as prescribed in the guidelines issued 
by the University Grants Commission from time to time. 

(6) The number of full-time and part-time teachers shall 
be provided keeping in view : — 

(i) Programme of study as provided in sub-regulations 
3(1). 3(2), 3(3). 3(4), 3i(5) and 3(6). 

(ii) total institutional work load as provided in sub¬ 
regulations 5(1), 5(2). 5(3). 5(4), and 5(5), and 

(iii) total enrolment of students. 

6. Information 

Every University providing instruction through non- 
formal /distance education shall furnish to the University 
Grants Commission information relating to the observance 
of these Regulations in the form prescribed for the purpose. 
The information shall be supplied to tho University Grants 
Commission within 60 days of the close of the academic
